The board of engineers having in 
charge the flood control ^of the San 
Qabrlel valley met ^ committee from 
the Baldwin .Park Improvement As­ 
sociation at Baldwin Park Monday and 
took up the matter of making tempo­ 
rary embankments to afford protec­ 
tion from floods this winter. 


About six weeks ago the improve­ 
ment association sent a very caustic 
communication to the bdard of su 
pervlsors, demanding some temporary 
protection for the rainy season. 
The 
county then Joined with the citizens 
here and the Pacific Electric and did 
some very valuable work at the moUth 
of the San Gabriel canyon. The mat­ 
ter was then referred to the board 
of enginc^ers for further action. The 
board, after making a thorough in 
veatlgatlon, approved of the work al 
ready done and said they would take 
the matter up with the supervisors 
and Imve the work continued imme­ 
diately. 
They will have the channel 
of the river deepened and the em 
bankments extended far enough to af­ 
ford ample protection for 
ordinary 
rainy seasons. 


All this work will be temporary, to 
protect the valley th^s winter. 


The work already done has been 
under the supervision of W. L. Glenny, 
the newly-appointed road overseer of 
this district, and the committee from 
the Improvement association recom 
mended to the board 
of 
engineers 
that ho be placed in charge of the ad 
ditional work. 
• 


While the engineers were here, they 
Investigated the matter of raising the 
Southern Pacific bridge east of here 
so as to prevent blocking of flood wa­ 
ters from the San Dlmaa wash. They 
took it under advisement and will re­ 
port Iholr conclusions to the super- 
visors.

ing, moral force. It was moral force whicli conquered Salauiis and 
on ibnumoi'able otliei- occuKions, and which enables men to do all that 
is wortli doing and will t(!ar the veil from the eyes of tiioso Avlio rcily 
on physical force as power. 


It is a widespread belief that war is necessary lo the production 
and maintenancie of an (ifTiciont race. 
This is one of those half truths 
which are so misleading, arjd which are based on a belief in material 
power and the eftieacy of physical force. 
Mankind has always' been 
prone to look on the* surface of things. 
It is not war per se, hut the 
suprcmcness of a ci-isis, of which war may be an instrument, that 
brings a nation, as it brings an individual, face to face with something 
that acts as a revelation. 
Indirectly good may come out of war in 
so far that it subserves the interests of peace by awakening mankind 
to th(! realities below tiio surface; but it would be as reasonable to 


WHAT TO PLANT IN 


COVINA FtOWER GARDENS 


A list of flowers, vegetables and 
shrubs that may be planted In late 
November for best results has been 
announced i)y the Beanitifyihg Los 
Angeles City committee of the 1915 
general committee. Experts have lent 
their services In selecting the varie­ 
ties that will thrive best In Los An­ 
geles county. 


In making suggestions for fall plant­ 
ing day, November 27, the following^! 
hardy annuals are Included: 
sweetf^, 
alyssum, acrollnium candytuft, calen 
dulal, annual chcrysantbemum, callen- 
sla, clarkia, California poppy, godetia, 
larkspur, scarlet flax, lupines, mignon­ 
ette, and all varieties of wild flowers. 


This Is the season for sweet peas 
and most kinds of flowering' bulbs. 
The hyacinth Is one of the most pop­ 
ular and easy to grow. Narcissus and 
Jonquils should be planted from four 
to five Inches deep. 


Tulips should be planted In a light 
sandy loam soli, about 
five 
Inches 
Spanish iris takes a light soil. 


The Pullerton News says^ that In the 
new contracts to be offered sugar- 
beet growers by all of the five factor­ 
ies of Orange county, a clause is in­ 
serted that seems almost certain to 
give the growers 50 cents more per 
ton for their beets than they received 
this year.

According 
to authentic r('|)orts from the refinery centers of the^ East and the 
cane and beet districts of the South and West, the refiners and the 
manufacturers of raw sugar will in many cases, instead of reaping a 
handsome profit on Kuropo's war troubles, bo compelled to shoulder 
enormous losses. 
From New York comes word that the great refin­ 
eries in that .section alone luivo lost between three and four millions 
of dollars as a result of the skyrocketing of the market immediately 
following the beginning of the European imbroglio. 


When the European conflict became general it was taken as a 
foregone conclusion by those who claimed'to know that the beet crops 
of Russia, (lerniany, Belgium, Austria and Franco would cut little if 
a n y figure in the world's sugar supply. 
The crops wcro expected to 
rot in the fields for lack of hands to harvest them, or to be destroyed 
by the mniviiing hordes. 
As a result of this belief, speculation be­ 
came rife, and grower, uninufaeturer and refiner looked for an era of 
almost unheard-of prosperity in the sugar industry.

Such a definition seems desir­ 
able in view of the imcortainty now 
existing regarding the scope of ).hi8 
decision. 
As a result of the investi­ 
gations carried out during the season 
1913 and 1914, the Bureau of Chom 
istry considers California oranges to 
be immature If the Juice does not con­ 
tain soluble solids equal to or in ex 
cess of eight parts to every part of 
acid contained in the Juicei, the acidity 
of the Juice to be calculated as citric 
acid without water or crystallization. 
Owing to the fact that 
opportunity 
has been given to study the composl 
tlon of California oranges during one 
season only, the ratio set at this time 


}B lower than that which is believed 
to be the minimum for properly-ma 
tured fruit. 
It mayUlierefore be ox 
pected that the requirements will be 
made more strict after data fron, sev­ 
eral crops are available.

ExehanKO would include 
sill or nearly all of tiie fruit acreage of California, meaning, of course, 
that a certain amount of conij)etition is good for any businesH, and 
that monopoly breeds decay in progressive advancement.

SUFFERS FIRE LOSS 


TO WALNUT MACHINERY 


Walnut growers in the Covlpa val­ 
ley will be interested to hear of a 
serious fire which damaged the pro­ 
perty of C. C. Sidwell in in WhUtier. 
Sldwell is the man who has built a 
number of largo drying houses in this 
valley. Tbe Whittier News says: 


C. C. Sldwell suffered the loss of 
several thousand dollars early last 
evening when a large walnut house 
on his home ranch, on the Los Ange- 
les-\\'Tilttler boulevard, burned to the 
ground. A small amount of Insurance 
was carried upon the building, but the 
contents are a total loss. 


The estimated damage Is $60,000, 
practically all of which Is a loss since 
the building itself was not valuable. 
Mr. Sidwell is a building contractor 
and had completed the building of sev­ 
eral walnut housea which were sold 
and were to have been erected on var­ 
ious ranches. The lumber and equip­ 
ment, including engines and other ma­ 
chinery, for each of these houses was 
stored in tho building preparatory to 
erection.

Lock-up hour had to be observed. 
Heath sang his la^t song, a plaintive 
plantation melody, ending:>
